THE POPLAR R STREET TRACK. 


The lron Mountain Ra Railway to Use It 
so. 


Through an arrangement with the Missouri 
Pacifie Raiiway Co. the St. Louis, Iron Moun- 
tain and Southern Railway Co. will on Sunday 
begin entering the Union Depot via the Pop- 
lar street track from Majin street, 
the fauge of the latter road 
having been changed during the present month 
to admit of so doing.

Unpunctual as usual, the last day’s session 
of the eighteenth annual convention of the 
Missouri State Teachers’ Assoviation com- 
menced a few minutes before 10 0’clock, nearly 
one hour after the appointed hour.

‘‘(jur Normals.’’ After referring to the pro- 
gressiveness of the age, amongst other in- 
stances citing the latest improvement in 


newspapers—viz., cutting and pasting—and 
saying the only objection he had heard to this 
improvement was that it spoiled the papers 
for cutting polonaise patterns, Mr. Norton 
spoke of the educational excellence and supe- 
riority of Germany. Teachers required train- 


ing forthe requisites of their calling. The 
idea of normal schools first took root 
in the College of the Christian Broth- 


ers at Rheims. August Franck intreduced 
them in Germany, where they rapidiv devel- 


oped. Dr. Julius came over from the 
Fatherland to study the — discipiine of 
this country, and impressed Dr. Brooks with 
ihe utility of the normal schools. He cou- 
vinced Daniel Webster. John Quiney Adams 
and others of the good work they would ac- 
complish if they succeeded in procuring a 
State Board of Education for Massachusetts, 
the secretary of which was Horace Marn. 
The normal school is the outgrowth of the 
public school. President Dwight gave $10,000 
on condition that the Bay State Legislature 
would give a like sum _ to. establish 
three normal schools in that commonwealth. 
His offer was accepted, and onJuly 3, 1837, 
at Lexingten, the first normal school in 
America was established. In 1844 New York 
organized her first Normal School. Upto the 
year 1850 seven normal schools were estab- 
lished throughout the Union, from 1850 to 
1860 twelve, from 18@&to 1870 fifty-two. 
and from 1870 to 1876 eig ij. These employed 
1,056 teachers and enrolied 33,921 pupils. 
Speaking of the proportion of female to male 
teachers, he said New York em- 
loved 3 females to one male; 
Maine, 4 females to | male; Massachusetts, 
7 females to 1 male, while in the Western 
States the proportion of male teachers was 
much larger. Ia the schools of the States 8,- 
887,208 pupils were enrolled, while the aver- 
age number who received daily instruction 
was 4,248,848. According to the last census of 
the United States there were 5,685,257 persons 
who cceuld not read or write. About 80 per 
cent of the population are educated; 3$87,- 
527,271 were spent in the States for education 


annually, makinn the per capita cost 
$14.37 for all who attend any 
length of time, or $10 for every 
child enrolled in the public schools. For 


ecademic, college and university education 
the cost averages from $30 to $150, while nor- 
mal schools average $20. In 1856 the question 
of normal schools was first sgitated in this 
State, and in 1857 the first normal school was 
started. There are now three in the State of 
Missouri. 

Mr. Norton quoted a number of statistics 
bearing on the subject, and closed his reading 
by paying a tribute tothe good work normal 
schoois had accomplished in the past, and the 
great field that was open for future opera- 
tions. 

There was to have been a discussion, led by 
Prof. Louis Soldan, on this paper, but, on 
account of lack of time, it was dispensed

THE HON. J. L. DENTON, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction of the 
State of Alabama, was introduced by the 
President, The subject of Mr. Denton’s ad- 
dress was ‘‘Education in the South.’’ The 
gentleman is an eloquent, fluent and fervent 
speaker, and, although he spoke 
from notes, he occasionally branched out 
extempore, illustrating his theme with num- 
erous anecdotes, which kept the large audi- 
ence in continual laughterr Mr. Denton 
spoke for over one hour, and was listened to 
with marked attention. At the commence- 
ment of his address he said it would be neces- 

sary torefertothe cause of education in the 
South prior to the war. The hues of the 
present are not vivid without the background 


of the past. The efforts ofthe South in the 
cause of education before the war were 
neither highly creditable nor fruitful, 


but they were largely tentative and barren of 
results. This is frankly admitted by every can- 
did observer. One hundred years back the 
South had constitutional provisions in some of 
the States providing for an educational policy. 
Tbe Constitution of North Carolina, adopted 
1777. contains the first recorded utterance of 
the State authorities on this important sub- 
ject. The matter slumbered until 1816, be- 
cause the necessary funds could not be raised. 

Until 1835 little was done, but from that 


time there was a gradual improvement. 
In 1840 the system assu

The Constitution of 
Georgia, 1807, contained a declaration clearly 
and strongly favoring a system of education 
maintained by the State, but those provisions 
were mot carried out for want of proper be 
lation.

toimpart vitality to the cause of education. 
The public school system was introduced into 
all the Southern States from 1868 to 1870. The 
adoption of the public school system was re- 


quired by the general Crovern- 
ment as a condition of re-admission 
into the Union. The war had beer ruinous to 
the South, and cost it $1,400,000,000. The 


South felt a kind of natural repugnancy to 
the system, as it was, in a cer- 
tain foreed them. 
In not a iu the 
South had a free school system. Just before 
that George Peabody donated $2,000,000, 
which for thirty years was to go for the use 
of free schools in the South. One million has 
already been spent, and accomplished much 
good. Since then there has been a gradual 
and steady growth, notwithstanding the 
scarcity and sometimes misappropriation of 
funds. Texas, whenever it got into a tight 
place financially. always found refuge in the 
funds for education by saying it was more 
necessary to poanen public credit than .o keep 
up the schoo 

Mr. Denton then proceeded to give some 
hard raps to legislators. He said he was im- 
pressed by a remark of Henry Ward Beecher’s 
in his lecture at Memphis last month. He 


said: ‘**If you ever want to enjoy 
your meal in a_ hotel never go 
into the kitchen where it is 


cooked, and if you ever want to have any re- 
spect for the name of law,in the name of-<iod, 
never look in on a legislature.’’ 

‘The speaker continued his address, inter- 
spersing it with humorous anecdotes, which 
convulsed his audience. After speaking of the 
rapid progress of the system of free schools in 
the South during the last eight years, he con- 
cluded by saying: **‘The outlook was never so 
encouraging as it is to-dlay.’’ 

The convention then adjourned 
p.m.

Figures do not lie. St. Louis people do not 
boast and brag as much as Chicago people, but 
the commercial growth of St. Louis 1s ona 
better basis than that of Chicago, and has 
been three per cent greater for the 
past six months. The above table 
shows that the increase of clearing-house 
returns at St. Louis for the first 
four months of 1879. has been greater than 
that of Chicago. There are other things of a 
similar character that might be referred to. 
For instance, Boston, the Eastern depot for 
the shipment of boots and shoes west, 
last year shipped 23,183 cases of 
goods to M. D. Wells & Co., the 
leading boot and shoe deaiers of Chicago, and 
25,017 cases to Hamilton, Brown & Co., of 
St. Louis. Other examples of the same kind 
are numerous. 

A reporter has called on some ofthe bankers 
and asked their views about the trade of the 
past season and the prospectsfor the future. 

MR. CHARLES PARSONS, 
president of the State Savings Assoeiation, 
said: ‘‘I believe the volume of business has 
been greater for the past six months than for 
the same time last year. This is shown by 
the increase in the clearing-house returns. I 
think business is being done ona smaller mar- 
gin but is in asafer condition. Money is plenty 
and rates lower than ever before. I think 
there will be a better demand for money this 
fall than for some time, and that business will 
be largely increased.’’ 

MR. WM. H. BURNHAM, 
president of the Bank of Commerce, said: 
‘*Business depends upon the crops, and, un- 
fortunately, somewhat upon politics, but the 
prospect now is good. There has lately been 
an increase in the price of raw material, such 
as cotton, wool and leather, and this will have 
an advantageous effect. Prices of real 
estate are bound to improve very soon. 
I have just been East, and I could hardly 
believe ex-Governor E. D. Morgan when he 
told me at what figures desirable property in 
New York is being held. The general outlook 
is encouraging.’’

When they arrived at the 
Relay Depot Manning called Dan Hanifan, a 
special policeman, and told him that Brun- 
son, whose realname was Barry, was a thief 
and confidence man, and that there was a re- 
ward of $100 for his capture and return to 
Omaha, where he was wanted for jumping 
his bail. The men were both arrested. Brun- 
son again occupies his cell, while Manning, 
whose incarceration the Doctor protested 
against, as he is unwell, is in the custody of 
Officer Coffey. Capt. Renshaw has telegraphed 
to Omaha and will take no steps until he re- 
ceives an answer. 

A reporter this morning met Albert Volk- 
man, who was discharged by ’Squire Guentz 
in the Wider conspiracy trouble yesterday. 
He expressed it as his intention to sue for 
false imprisonment

This week has been spent in a flying visit to 
the mining interests of Southwest Missouri, 
and more especially in viewingJoplin’sCapital. 

For several years back this thriving little 
burg has added in no small degree to life ia 
lead circles, but unless new interests are 
opened up soon, Joplin as a lead center will be 
a thing of the past. 

The old mines seem to be nearly exhausted, 
and new ones will have to be opened up in 
order to supply the demand for lead. The 
quality of lead turrmed out here has served to 
make it stand high in market quotations, and 
it will be no small matter to see three-quar- 
ters of the mineral product sink away from 
thistown. Inorderto prove this assertion 
we give below facts and figures. Tl igures 
never lie, and here they are:

Summer Pork Packing. 

There has been but littie abatement in the re- 
ceipts of hogs at lieading markets the past 
week, thus showing the capacities of the coun- 
iry for supplies of hogs to be greater than had 
been calculated upon by many operators. The 
good quality of hogs now being marketed is 
also suggestive of a continuagce of fair sup- 
phes, and there is little ifanything now to en- 
courage any expectations ot a decrease in July 
compared with same month last year, when 
the receipts were light, and if no increase 
is shown for this period this season 
the effect upon the gencral markct will be 
somewhat stimulating. During the 
present weck the aggregate num. 
ber of hogs killed at Western 
packing points is about 160,000 against 165,- 
0O0O for the previous week, and 140,000 tor cor- 
responding time last year, and the total from 
March 1 to date is about 1,830,000, or 18U,000 
wore than at same date last year. Prices for 
hogs have been somewhat higher than pre- 
viously, and ose steady at soine reduction 
from the highest point, but about 10c higher 
than a week ago. The product market bas met 
witha checkin its upward ons and a 
decline on meats of about yc per rom the 
highest point has occurred, but this has partly 
becn récovered, and there is again a steader 
and more confident feeling in the trade while 
lard is meeting with but “little attention just 
now, the views of buvers not being met by sel- 
lers.
